The Dominion Government, thru 
their Department of National De- 
fence, protect the public of Canada 
in s ofar as the law allows, and as 
our law” makers, reflecting public 
opinion, are gaining a better under- 
standing of the danger to the public 
in medical hocus-pocus, the laws re- 
garding patent medicines’ are being 
gradually strengthened. 


The patent medicine danger does 
not lie in the medicine itself, but 
rather that the use of patent medic- 
ices leads to self-medication, which 
is dangerous because it postpones 
the securing of. proper treatment. 
The proper treatment of a condition 
that ig apparently trivial may be 
the only means of preventing a ser- 
ious or chronic condition. 

There is nothing wrong with the 


cough mixture, but if its use means 
delay in securing treatment for 
tuberculosis, then the matter is a 
serious one. We have no. particular 
aversion to Indian herbs and veget- 
able drugs, but when they are used 
to cure indigestion which is the first 
symptom of cancer of the stumach, 
their use and the consequent delay 
in securing proper treatment may 
cause the patient's death.

DEADLOCK ‘THREATENED 
WAR DEBTS PARLEY 


LONDON, Oct. 26Perturbed by rr 
threat of collapse of war debt pay- 
ment negotiations in Washington, 
Premier MacDonald's cabinet jis 
meeting today to prepare the. main 
lines of the financial imperial policy 
to be submitted to parliament when 
it meets next month. It is recog- 
nized Pres. Roosevelt’s ‘ruthless 
dollar” makes endless difficulties ‘in 
settlement, and it is now reported ‘in 
London that the only outcome of the 
present discussions between Sir 
Frederick Leith Ross, British econ- 
omic advisor, and United States 
treasury officials, will be to offer 
further a token payment of $10,000,- 
000. in December.

Mr. Brownlee refered to the mat- 
ter of short term agricultural credits 
and said that some system must be 
worked out if agriculture was ‘to 
survive. 

Declaring himself openly for the 
formation of a national wheat board, 
the premier said that such was vital- 
ly necessary if the whole wheat situ- 
ation was to be saved from collapse. 
We see today, he said, Alberta and, 
the west with ore of its smallest 
crops, but still the price was far 
down. He had predicted a carryover 
at the end of July of 176,000,000 
bushels of wheat, and had been de- 
nounced for this, but. when July 31 
had arrived the carry-over of wheat 
proved to be 219,000,000 bushels.

The carry-over next year, even 
if Canada sold its total quota, would 
be 180,000,000 bushels, and if there 
was a turn of the eycle and bumper 
crops cam eback, what were . we 
going to do? Had the federal gov- 
ernment not stepped in and stabil- 
ized the market, where would prices 
have been? Last spring the price had 
risen to $1.00 after the most of the’. 
wheat had left the farmers’ hands, 
and now when the farmer was 
forced to sell, the price was away 
down again. Of course there would 
be another increase in price, but 
only after most of the marketing by 
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Curtailment of production was es- 
sential, he said. Reduction of acre- 
age was impractical by any artificial 
means, but marketing quotas might 
work. He appealed to the newspaper 
men to conduct 4 campaign in their 
columng for voluntary reduction of 
production of wheat by the farmers, 
The Dominion could not go on stabil- 
izing the market as it was doing. 
The solution was a national wheat 
board, which, could make an advance 
to the farmers, contro] sales and 
marketing in a better way.
